HE three Italian columns invading British Somaliland have 

occupied Zeila, on the Gulf of Aden, and Hargeisa and 

Odweina, some forty miles inside the British frontier, it was ofh- 
cially announced in Cairo last night. 


Authoritative quarters in London state that Zeila was unde- 
fended, and that the British resistance to the Italian drive will begin 
in the hill country beyond Hargeisa and Odweina. 


The Italian columns, which are highly mechanised, have 
suffered severe casualties, says a British report. The British casual- 


ties are slight, it is said. 


A Cairo message says that French Somaliland is now 
~apparently occupied by the Italians, who, in British Somaliland, 
are operating fanwise in three columns, having moved from the 


mountains down to the plateau.

‘‘ Our delaying force fell back after inflict- 
ing severe casualties, including three tanks. 
Our casualties were slight. 

“ On the morning of August 6 (yesterday)

RAID ON PALESTINE 


“ Palestine.—Enemy aircraft again raided 
Haifa on the morning of August 6. A number 
of bombs were dropped, nearly all of which 
fell harmlessly into the sea or on waste 
ground. No bombs fell on the town. 

“ Military casualties were nil. _ Civilian 
casualties were under ten. Anti-aircraft 
defences came. quickly into action, and 
opened heavy fire on the raiders.

OFFERED AS GIFT 


It was stated in authoritative quarters in 
London last night that Zeila, which was 
offered to Italy as a gift in 1935 and was 
refused, was chara dog The Italians have 
now to get along the coast road to Berbera, 
a distance of 150 miles. 

The British resistance, it is stated, will 
begin in the hill country beyond Hargeisa 
and Odweina. 

It is believed that the vigilance of the 
British Navy has caused Rome to decide to 
launch at once a combined offensive from 
Abyssinia and Libya. 

The Italians reaiise the difficulty of main- 
taining their military establishments in these 
areas, and are determined to launch the 
attack before their overseas forces are 
weakened by the British blockade. 

Although there are approximately a quarter 
of a million Italian troops wn Libya, only a 
comparatively small percentage of these is 
available for the actual fighting force.—

The Rev. Dr. Little (Conservative, Down) 
asked the Minister of Information if, in view 
of the disappointment often caused to senders 
of parcels to Northern Jreland by the refusal 
of the postal authorities to accept them, in 
many instarices on the ground that they are 
destined for a foreign State, he will issue 
instructions to all the post offices in Great 
Britain to the effect that all parcels addressed 
to any. town or county in Northern Ireland 
should ba received and forwarded, as the 
State of Northern Ireland is an integral part 


of. the United Kingdom. 


Mr. Duff Cooper—No, sir. 1 am afraid 1 
can issue no such instructions After very 
careful consideration it was decided, in the 
interests of security, to bring Northern Ire- 
land within the scope of the Vontrol of Com- 
munications Order (No. 5), 1940, and thus to 
control by the permit system the despatch of 
postal packets to Northern Ireland containing 
printed and pictorial matter and goods and 
commodities. There is no suggestion that in 
so doing Northern Ireland 1s regarded as 
anything but part of the United Kingdom. 


QUESTION OF SECURITY 

Dr. Little asked the Minister whether he 
was aware that for years past there had been 
serious complaints regarding the sending of 
parcels from Britain to Northern Ireland, and 
that since the introduction of the censorship 
the position had become so intolerable that, 
in the interests of business men and private 
individuals, something drastic must be done. 

Mr. Duff Cooper—The interests of business 
men ‘and private individuals must bow before 
the interests of national security, As the hon.

Mr, Duff Cooper—Parcels can be sent to 
Northern Ireland, but there is a slight delay, 
and it is also necessary to have a permit.

A FURTHER protest against raids by 


police in nationalist houses in Belfast 
was made in the Northern Parliament 
to-day. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist, 
Belfast Central), on the motion for adjourn- 
ment, said that over 900 people living in the 
two nationalist areas in Belfast were 
co-operating in A.R.P. work for the safety of 
the citizens, in the event of air raids. In 
addition there were about eleven hundred 
people from the nationalist areas throwing 
themselves into the work. A high percentage 
of the nationalists were living in the inner 
belt of the city bordering on the docks and 
the river. and that was the reason why so 
many of them were interested in A.R.P. 
Many of these men felt bitter at their homes 
being invaded by police, in some cases with- 
out a scintilla of evidence. 

If there must be searches, said Mr. 
Campbell, let them be sensible searches, and 
not made ‘‘ harumscarum.”’ 

Mr. Campbell alleged that many of these 
raids and arrests were made as the result of 
mere tittle-tattle and anonymous communica- 
tions. Raids and arrests made on the 
strength of spiteful stories of unscrupulous 
enemies were a danger to the community, and 
should be watched jealously and checked with 
promptitude. 


THE INTERNEES

Redpath is one of the almost forgotten 
Irish-bred winners of the Paris Steeplechase, 
and he may not have-been a Whisper Low, a 
Too Good, a Royal Meath, a Jerry M. or a 
Troytown, but he was a prett good horse 
all the same. He was by Uncas, out of 
Maggie, by Old Sunset, and his grand- dam 
was by Sir Hercules.
